ALASKA POTATOES! 


One wonders what those congressmen of 
the late 60's, who held Secretary Seward 
up to ridicule and scorn in his bargaining 
for Alaska, would have thought had they 


lived to see Delegate Sulzer a few days ago 


proudly carry to the war department a tele- 
gram from the farmers of the Fairbanks dis- 
trict asking that they “have a chance to sell 
potatoes and other farm products” to the 
army posts in the interior of the territory! 

At the present time Uncle Sam supplies 
his soldiers in Alaska with food brought 
from the outside, and it is to change this 
practice that the local farmers have made 
their bid.to the war department. 

“This,” says the press dispatch telling 
about the incident, “is final and convincing 
evidence, in the opinion of Mr. Sulzer, that 
Alaska is an agricultural country.” 

But it is not the first bit of such evi- 
dence, by a long way; because for some 
years the world has known that some of 
the best and most productive soil on the 
continent is to be found in southwestern 
Alaska, and that a variety of crops, requir- 
ing not. too long a growing season, are an- 
nually being produced there with profit. 

The United States, in 1867, paid Russia 
$7,200,000 in gold coin for Alaska. 

For engineering this deal Seward, in con- 
gress and outside of it, was derided and 
made the butt of all manner of shallow jest. 
He was called crazy by a few of the thunder- 
ous orators on the floors of house and sen- 
ate, and the land of his great, prophetic 
dream was variously and facetiously charac- 
terized “Seward’s polar bear garden,“ 
“Seward’s ice-box,’’ and the like; and leather- 
lunged statesmen, who had, perhaps, been 
as far from Washington as Philadelphia or 
Schenectady, declared Alaska to be a vast, 
worthless domain of perpetual snow and ice, 
with a bleak and barren ice ahd rock-bound 
expanse of coast line, and not worth accept- 
ing as a gift. 

Seward thought otherwise; and in recent 
years single cargoes of gold bullion and furs 
valued at as much as the original price of 
the territory have been brought from there 
and unloaded at Seattle! Long ago the value 
of the territory in minerals, coal, furs, whales, 
food fishes, ivory, etc., became apparent. 
It is so great that it cannot be accurately 
estimated! 

And now “Seward’s 8 wants to do 
its still greater bit“ in supplying food crops 
of the soil for the soldiers! 

Even great minds often are fooled when 
it comes to dealing with the future, or with 
things they know nothing about from first 
hand information. :

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Contractors Preparing for 
Construction Which Will 
Start Just as Soon as the 
Plans Are Received. 


The actual work of preparation for 
the construction of the great army can- 

mment at Silver Lake, which was re- 
cently assured Atlanta by the Commit- 
tee of National Defense, will be begun 
today and will be rushed to the quick- 
est possible completion, according to a 
statement made late yesterday after- 
moon by Ivan E. Allen, president of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Allen returned from Washington, 
where he had been in special session 
with members of the defense commit- 
tee discussing matters pertaining to the 
Silver Lake cantonment. * 

He stated that the only reason that 
the nlans for the great army camp at 
Atlanta had hung fire for so long a time 
was that the expense of locating the 
cantonment at Silver Lake without 
some agreement with Atlanta as to 
water supply would far exceed the 
$3,000,000 appropriation made by the 
government. 

Weuld Mean Repumping. 

The water supply being located such 
& great distance from the city as well 
as the camp would necessitate a re- 
pumping of the water for the camp at 
the cantonment site, which in itself 
would mean the outlaying of a consid- 
erable sum of money. 

Added to this drawback was the prac- 
tically unsolved problem of water mains 

_ from the city to the camp, the expense 
of which undertaking has been con- 
servatively estimated at about $250,000. 

Unless some practical solution had 

deen found to these two immense diffi- 
culties it would have been impossible 
kor the government authorities to have 
located the camp in Atlanta within the 
appropriation, and officials of the Com- 
mittee on National Defense were wait- 


“ing for a definite agreement with the 


city in regard to the water supply for 
the camp. 

With Atlanta’s guarantee to furnish 
adequate water supply all doubt as to 
the location of the cantonment was re- 
moved and the board of egineers of the 
Committee on National fense defi- 
nitely announced the location of the 
camp and asked that the work of con- 
struction be begun at once. 


Waliting on Government. 


The contract for the construction of 
the cantonment was awarded the Tufts 
Construction concern, together with

definite is known, even by these com- 

panies, in regard to the actual erection 
of the cam eee 

Arthur Tufts, of the Tufts Congtruc- 
stated last night that 
he was at present engaged in mobil- 
izing the resources of the companies 
which were awarded the contract for 
the gigantic task ahead of them and 
that he was waiting for definite in- 
structions from the government be- 
fore the actual work of construction 
could be begun. The specifications and 
instructions of United States officials 
will be brought to Atlanta by the 
construction quartermaster general, 
who has supervision of the building 
of the cantonments all over the coun- 
try and who is expected to arrive in 
Atlanta next Monday. 

Until he arrives Mr. Tufts explained 
that the work would be at a stand- 
still with the exception of the or- 
ganization of the forces and apparatus 
of the companies here. 

He estimated that from:two to three 
thousand laborers would be needed to 
complete the work, and immediately 
after his arrival from Washington Fri- 
day afternoon he was engaged in busi- 
ness matters preliminary to the start- 
ing of the work.

This will necessitate the nomination 
of others besides the county officers to 
serve on the exemption boards of these 
counties. No reason is given as to Why 
the government desires men named 
from outside the cities, but it is sup- 
posed that the idea is that men from 
the country will be better acquainted 
with the rural population. 

Wulle the governor had already aom- 
inated the county clerk and sheriff as 
in other counties, he can readily make 
the changes suggested, as the names 
have not yet been passed upon by the 
president. 

For Fulton county, in place of Sheriff 
Lowry, Clerk Broyles and County. Ph 
sician Hart, the governor has named 
F. Thompson, justice of the peace at 
East Point: B. F. Burdett, of Oak Grove 
district, and Dr. C. M. Curtis, of Col- 
lege Park.
